‘Tha innkeeper said he had not seon 
the two morchants and did ‘not.expect any

slain tossed over tho wall to him: | With 
this: head in. their poascasion. the robbors 
hastened off.to the Luhshan magistrate, a 
Hangchow man named: Loh, and told a 
plunsiblo atory as ta tho way in which they 
had been ‘aet-npon in the night by the 
military mandaria and how they had only 
just escape with their lives, bringing the 
head of ono'of their niurdered ‘companions 
with them, Just as they finished. their 
story, tha military mandarin ‘and hia two 
brothers arrived and gave'a trap account .of 
what had taken place. ‘You shall all atay 
here until the morning, said the Mugis- 
trate,.‘and then wo will go and enquire 
into tho‘ matter.’ But. thig: would - not 
satiefy the robbors. ‘You must let us re- 
turn at ones,’ said they, ‘that wo may take 
care of our-murdeéred trienda’ bodies, other. 
wiao ‘thoy: will.bo mado away with ‘and 
to-morraw: thay will be’ nowhere to bo 
found.’ Mr Loh, -who. ovidently sided
